An  Account  of  the  Rife ,  Progrefs 

and  State  of  the  HOSPITAL,  for  re¬ 
lieving  poor  People  afflicted  with  the 
Sm  a l l-P o x,  and  for  Inoculation. 

HI  S  HOSPITAL  was  militated  in  the  Rift, 
Year  1746,  fupported  by  a  Subfcription 
then  made  by  feveral  Noblemen,  Ladies,  and 
Gentlemen,  who  were  defirous  that  a  Cha¬ 
rity  ufeful  in  itfelf,  and  fo  beneficial  to  the 
Public,  might  be  begun  near  this  Great  Me- 
not  being  any  Hospital  of  this  Kind  in 

Europe. 

The  Relief  of  the  Necefiitous  under  that  fevere,  naufeous, 
and  frequent  Dillemper,  The  SMALL-POX,  is  a  Work 
of  Charity  fo  evidently  attended  with  many  beneficial  Cir- 
eumftances*  as  well  to  the  Public  as  to  the  unhappy  Objects, 
that  it  is  in  reality  not  a  little  Ilrange,  that  the  eftablifhing 
a  Fund  for  fuch  a  Charity  Ihould  be  a  Defign  of  no  longer 
Handing. 

It  is  univerfaily  agreed,  that  amongll  all  Dillempers,  to 
which  Providence  has  made  the  Human  Body  liable,  there 
is  none  fo  afflicting,  fo  alarming,  or  which  demands  fuch 
careful,  fpeedy,  and  continual  Affiltance,  as  the  SMALL¬ 
POX  *,  to  which  the  inferior  Sort  of  People  are  at  leaft 
equally  liable  with  thofe  in  a  higher  Sphere  of  Life,  though 
utterly  unable  to  fupport  themfelves  under  fo  dreadful  a  Ma¬ 
lady,  or  to  procure  the  necefiary  Means  for  their  Recovery, 

As  this  Difeafe  is  fo  frightful,  even  in  its  firft  Appearance, 
and  at  the  fame  time  contagious,  and  aim  oft  inevitable. 
Families  of  all  Degrees  are  thrown  into  the  utmoft  Confu- 
fion,  when  it  invades  any  Perfon  amongll  them,  let  his  or 
her  Station  be  what  it  will.  To  keep  a  Servant  in  fuch  a 
Condition,  is,  generally  fpeaking,  exceedingly  inconve¬ 
nient  : 
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nient :  To  thru  ft  them  out  of  Doors  under  fuch  Circum- 
ftances,  always  inhuman,  commonly  fatal.  How  agreeable, 
therefore,  muft  the  Information  prove  to  all  confiderate  and 
charitable  Perfons,  that  for  removing  of  thefe  Difficulties, 
lor  fecuring  private  Families,  and  lor  the  Prefervation  of 
the  wretched  Individuals  labouring  under  this Difeafe,  there 
is  already  eftablifhed,  . 

An  HOSPITAL  for  the  Small-Pox. 

Where,  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  and  of  all  Ages,  may  be 
carelully  provided  for,  both  as  to  Phyfic  and  Diet,  and  pro¬ 
perly  attended  in  that  calamitous  Condition  *,  and  this  at  a 
very  eafy  Expence  to  the  Governors,  who  by  their  charitable 
Contributions  fupport  the  Fund  for  fo  glorious,  and  fo  com- 
paffionate  an  Undertaking,  which,  oniy  to  mention,  is  to 
recommend.  A  needlefs  Pomp  of  Words  would  rather 
obfcure,  than  illuftrate  this  Defign  ;  the  Utility  and  Huma¬ 
nity  ot  which,  all,  who  have  the  fmalleft  Attention,  or 
Tendernefs,  cannot  fail  to  comprehend. 

As  what  has  been  faid‘  fufficiently  ftiews,  how  well-adapt¬ 
ed  a  Charity  this  is,  in  refpebt  to  iuch  as  are  afftidted  with 
this  Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way  ;  fo  the  other  Part  of  the 
Scheme,  which  has  a  Tendency  to  preferve  our  Species 
from  the  Ravages  of  this  infeblious  Malady,  by  rendering  it 
lefs  malignant  and  lefs  deftrubtive,  in  the  Way  of  Inocu¬ 
lation,  deferves  likewife  public  Approbation  and  effeblual 
Encouragement. 

The  Objections  that  have  been  made  againft  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  are  founded  rather  in  an  Averfion  to  Novelty,  however 
ufeful,  than  in  an  Adherence  to  Reafon  and  Experience.  The 
llrange  Imputation  that  a  well-eftablifhed  Method  of  pre- 
ferving  many  Lives,  is  an  Attempt  upon  the  Prerogative  of 
the  Almighty,  will  make  no  Imprelfion  upon  any,  who  con- 
fider  that  the  fame  Thing  may  be  urged  againft  exhibiting 
Medicines  at  all,  either  fanative  or  preventive,  and  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  Methods  that  are  often  necelfary  to  be  made 
ufe  of,  to  ftop  the  Progrefs  of  any  particular  Difeafe. 

The  Benefits  of  Inoculation  appear  every  Year,  by 
fiefh  Trials,  greater  and  more  certain.  This  dreadful,  this  de¬ 
ftrubtive 
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{truCtive  Diftemper  is  thereby  rendered  mild  and  manageable, 
and  becomes  rather  a  Purgation  of  the  Body  from  the  latent 
Seeds  of  an  expeded  Difeafe,  than  creating  a  Diieafe  it  ielf. 
It  delivers  People  from  thofe  Apprehenfions,  with  which, 
till  they  have  had  the  SMALL-POX,  they  are  always 
haunted.  It  frees  them  from  the  Objections,  that  are  con¬ 
tinually  made  to  their  being  received  into  any  Family,  while 
they  remain  expo  fed  to  that  Difeafe  in  the  Natural  Way.  It 
gives  them  Courage  to  enter  into  the  Service  of  their  Counr 
try,  either  by  Land  or  Sea  ;  and  protects  them,  while  in 
that  Service,  from  the  Rifque  of  being  carried  off,  for 
Want  of  thofe  Accommodations,  which  Camps  and  Ships 
rarely  fupply. 

To  all  thefe,  if  we  add  the  general  and  great  Considera¬ 
tion  of  preferving  fo  many  Lives,  which  may  evidently  arife 
from  thefe  different  Ways  of  having  the  Diieafe,  (for  upon 
a  general  Calculation,  25  or  30  die  out  of  150  Patients, 
having  the  Diftemper  in  the  Natural  Way,  and  one  only 
out  of  this  Number,  when  Inoculated,)  it  will  appear, 
that  this  is  a  Thing  of  very  high  Importance  ;  and  that 
it  is  not  eafy  to  name  an  Undertaking  more  laudable  in  it- 
felf,  or  more  beneficial  in  its  Confequences,  than  the  making 
a  ProvXion,  that  thofe,  who  really  ftand  in  the  greateft  Need 
of  this  Prelervative,  and  yet  from  their  low,  though  ufeful 
Stations  in  Life,  are  precluded  from  it,  fhould  be  refcued 
from  a  Condition,  equally  injurious  to  them  and  to  Society. 

But  as  the  World  will  be  often  divided  in  Sentiments, 
in  Matters  of  fuch  a  Nature  *,  fo,  by  the  Conflitution  of  this 
Charity,  due  Care  is  taken,  that  the  Intentions  of  fuch 
well-difpofed  Perfons,  as  fhall  contribute  to  any  Branch  of 
it,  fhall  be  punctually  anfwer’d.  For  they  may  direCt  their 
Benefactions  to  be  bellowed  upon  fuch  Perfons  only,  as  are 
infeCted  with  the  Natural  SMALL-POX;  or,  if  they 
judge  the  promoting  Inoculation  the  more  beneficial, 
they  may  confine  their  Gifts  thereto  ;  or,  if  given  without 
any  DiitinCtion,  it  will  be  applied  to  the  general  Fund,  both 
for  Natural  SMALL-POX  and  for  Inoculation. 

.To 
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To  tbefe  Confiderations,  it  is  proper  to  add  one  Circum- 
ftance,  which,  duly  confidered,  cannot  but  have  great  Weight 
with  all,  who  have  any  Feeling  for  their  Fellow-Creatures  in 
Diftrefs  ;  which  is,  that  it  is  an  H  O  S  P  1  T  A  L,  in  Aid  of 
ail  other  Hofpitals,  being  calculated,  by  its  very  Conftitu- 
tion,  to  receive  thofe  miferable  Creatures,  whom  the  Rules 
of  all  other  Charities  exprefly  and  prudentially  exclude. 

As  this  uleful  and  necelfary  Chanty  loudly  calls  for  fur 
ther  Afliftance,  may  it  not  be  juftly  hoped,  that  many  pious 
and  compaHionate  Hands  will  bountifully  contribute  to  the 
Support,  Continuance,  and  Enlargement  of  a  Defign,  which 
Reafon,  good  Policy,  Humanity,  and  Religion  to  powerful-
